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THE  MORE  IMPORTANT  RECORDS  FOR  JULY 

Grasshoppers  were  appearing  in  large  n\im'bers  in  the  Panhandle  of  Texas  and 
Oklahoma  and  in  southwestern  Kansas,  General  flight  in  a northwesterly  direc- 
tion over  Kansas  and  into  southv;estern  Nebraska  was  reported.  Heavy  populations 
were  also  reported  from  northwestern  Wyoming  and  north-central  Utah,  and  minor 
flints  wore  reported  from  north-central  Montana. 

Mormon  crickets  were  migrcvting  in  east-central  North  Dakota  and  south- 
central  South  Dakota,  Populations  were  smaller  in  cast-centra.l  Colorado  and 
south-central  Montana.  In  Montana  control  operations  were  completed  during  the 
third  week  in  July,  Heavy  deposits  of  eggs  were  observed  about  the  middle  of 
the  month  in  the  Big  Horn  Mountains  of  Wyoming,  Largo  numbers  of  crickets  are 
migrating  from,  the  higher  altitudes  towrjrd.crop  land  in  eastern  Idaho  and  rather 
heavy  populations  are  still  present  in  southern  Washington, 

Rather  hcavj’-  cutworm  damage  vras  reported  during  the  month  from  the  South 
Atlantic  States,  including  Alabama,  Sca.tterod  reports  of  damage  were  received 
from  the  Grea.t  Lalces  region  and  from  the  Pacific  Northwest, 

Limited  outbreaJes  of  the  arn^orm  were  reported  from  the  Grea.t  Plains,  also 
an  isolated  outbreak  in  the  District  of  Columbia, 

Fall  armyworm  wa^s  reported  from  many  localities  a.long  the  Atlantic  sea- 
board and  Gulf  Coast  States, 

The  beet  webworm  was  very  preva^lont  in  the  Groat  Plains  States  and  v;as  do- 
ing serious  damnge  in  North  D^jeota  and  South  Da,kota,  and  v;as  a.lso  reported  as 
present  in  destructive  numbers  in  Utah, 

Rose  chafer  was  a.ppoaning  in  destructive  aUundanco  from  Ncv\r  England-  west- 
v;ard  across  Nev;  York  and  the  East  Contra.!  Sta.tes  into  Minnesota,  and  Iowa, 

Damage  to  corn  by  the  grape  colaspis  was  gcncra.lly  prevalent  in  the  East 
Centra.l  Sta.tos  and  southwand  to  the  Gulf  and  into  Texas, 

Outbreaks  of  Say’s  stinkbug  wore  reported  from  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota, 
Oklahoma,  and  Utah, 

The  hessian  fly  survey  in  Ohio  indicates  a decided  decrea.se  in  the  infesta- 
tion over  that  of  last  year,  being  the  lov;est  since  I9IS, 
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Chinch  DUg  infestations  wore  generally  spotted  over  the  East  Central  States 
heo.vy  infestations  having  occurred  in  Missouri,  Iowa,  Nebraska,  and  southward 
to  Oklahoma. 


Tho  corn  silk  beetle  was  unusually  abundant  in  tho  Gulf  States, 

Codling  moth  damage  in  ecastom.  New  York  wr.s  more  extensive  during  the  'last 
week 'in  July  than  at  the  same  tine  last  year.  Considerable  damage  to  pears  xvas 
reported  from  eastern  New  York,  In  general,  the  insect  was  less  troublesome 
than  usual  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  States  while,  in  the  Bast  Central  States  damage 
wa,s  decidedly  more  serious. 

Rosy  apple  aphid  and  green  apple  aphid  infestations  were  heavy  in  Now  Eng- 
land and  New  York,  southward  to  Delaware,  and  westwand  to  Ohio  and  Indiana., 

European  red  mi to  developed  into  outbreak:  proportions  toward  the  end  of 
the  month  in  Noiif  England  and  New  York, 

G-rape  leafhoppor  was  generally  akundant  from  North  Dakota  to  Kansas,  and 
also  in  Utah, 

California  red  sca.le  was  more  numerous  gcneraJly  than  it'Wa.s  a year  ago. 
Severe  infestations  of  black  scale  arc  reported  from  the  interior  parts  of 
southern  California, 

Blister  beetles  v/orc  generally  prevalent  and  troublesome  along  the  Atlantic 
seaboard  and  around  the  Gulf,,  also  in  the  Lake  States  from  Michigan  to  Minnesota 
and  in  the  Grca.t  Pla.ins,  Utah,  and  the  Pacific  Northwest, 

Potato  flea  beetles  wore  dnma^ging  potatoes  in  Michigan,  North  Dakota,  and 
South  Dakota,  and  a severe  outbreak  occ\irrcd  in  Walikialcum  County,  Wash, 

Hoa,vy  damage  to  peas  by  the  pea  aphid  v/as  reported  from  Utah  and  Washington 

The  cabbage  shoot  weevil  ( Coutorhynchus  asslmilis  Pajk, ) wa.s  seriously  dam- 
aging cahbage  seed  in  the  seed-producing  arcca  of  western  Washington, 

Squash  bug  was  occurring  in  destructive  numbers  in  v;idely  scattered  areas 
throughout  the  country  from  New  York  to  Mississip]?!  and  westwa.rd  to  Texas  and 
Utah, 

The  corn  ear  worm,  though  appearing  later  than  usual  in  many  States,  wa.s 
seriously  destructive  from  Now  York  to  tho  entire  Gulf  region  and  in  Utah. 

Hea.vy  infestations"  of  pepper  weevil  v/erc  reported  from  southern  Califoniia, 

Boot  leafhoppor  wa.s  producing  considerable  curly  top  on  sugar  boots  in 
paj*ts  of  Utah  and  Nevada., 

Cotton  boll  weevil,  though  goncra.lly  below  normal  in  numbers,  was  reported 
as  increasing  ra.pidly  during  tho  latter  pa.rt  of  July  in  Plorida,  Georgia, 
Louisiana,  and  Texas, 
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Cotton  fieri  hopper  is  injuriously  abundunt  in  northern  Texas, 

Cotton  aphids  were  generally  loiir  in  nunhors  early  in  the  nonth  hut  were 
building  up  rapidly  in  a nunber  of  States  during  the  last  week. 

The  fall  webworn  is  unusually  abundant  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  country 
fron  Hew  England  southward  to  Florida  and -westward  to  Mississippi, 

The  eln  leaf  beetle  is  very  abundrut  in  New  England  and  has  been  reported 
locally  a,s  far  south  as  Virginia  and  westward  to  Ohio,  Also  reported  fron
